Leo, the Lion, is a constellation which boasts of some 
very bright stars. Regulus is brightest of all and occupies 
a position at the western limit of the group. Then follow- 
ing easterly nearly thirty degrees we find the well known 
Denebola, second magnitude and situated at the oppos- 
ite extreme from Regulus. Following northerly from 
Regulus we find a semi-circle of stars which, with 
Regulus in the “handle,” form the famous ‘‘sickle.’’ 
During the month of May the stars of Leo will be nearly 
overhead at eight or nine o'clock in the evening. How- 
ever, to fix the constellation more firmly in the mind of the 
Student I will say that the moon will pass through this 
group upon the evenings of May 1oth and ith. The 
planet Jupiter is now among the stars of Leo, and upon 
he evenings of the 9th and roth the moon and Jupiter will 
ry near each other.
